REPORT. 


This  Institution  has  been  one  year  in  existence,  and 
we  avail  ourselves  of  the  anniversary  of  its  establish- 
ment to  give  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  success 
that  has  thus  far  attended  our  feeble  efforts,  and  to  con- 
gratulate its  friends  and  benefactors  upon  its  present 
state  and  future  prospects. 

The  Design  of  the  Institution  is  to  afford  a  temporary 
home  for  houseless,  homeless,  neglected,  or  unmanage- 
able boys  of  from  ten  to  sixteen  years  of  age,  where 
they  may  be  rescued  from  the  contagion  of  corrupting 
examples  and  the  companionship  of  rogues,  and  after 
being  instructed  in  the  principles  of  religion  and  virtue, 
may  be  placed  out  to  suitable  trades  and  occupations. 
It  differs,  therefore,  essentially  from  what  is  usually 
termed  an  "  Orphan  Asylum."  The  boys  whom  we 
receive  may  have  parents,  one  or  both ;  or  they  may 
have  none.  They  who  have  parents  are  frequently 
more  exposed  to  temptation  and  utter  ruin  than  they 
who  have  none.  Orphanage  always  excites  commiser- 
ation, and  awakens  the  sympathies  and  opens  the 
purses  of  the  most  callous  as  well  as  of  the  benevolent 
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Nearly  all,  on  the  contrary,  declare  open  war  against 
the  little  rebels  who  resist  a  parent's  authority  and  avoid 
a  parent's  home.  They  are  truants  from  school ;  they 
curse  and  blaspheme  in  the  streets,  and  insult  the  pass- 
ers-by ;  they  sleep  in  sheds  and  behind  piles  of  boards ; 
they  pilfer  from  carts  and  shop  doors ;  they  frequent 
theatres  and  bowling  saloons  ;  therefore,  mark  the  con- 
clusion, they  are  born-villains  and  richly  merit  the 
prison  or  the  halter. 

If,  however,  we  seriously  reflect  but  one  moment,  we 
cannot  fail  to  perceive  the  extreme  cruelty  and  injustice 
of  our  judgment.  These  little  truant,  reckless  urchins 
are  no  more  villains  by  nature  than  are  you  or  I.  They 
are  the  creatures  of  God,  who  does  all  things  well — and 
of  his  noblest,  made  after  his  own  likeness  and  image. 
They  are  endowed  with  intellect  and  immortality.  Their 
destiny  is  eternal.  They  are  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ, 
for  they  are  stamped,  in  their  baptism,  with  the  inclelli- 
ble  character  of  Christians.  They  are,  therefore,  as  ca- 
pable of  virtue  and  perfection  as  are  you  or  I.  They 
have  intellect,  talent,  soul ;  otherwise,  they  would  not 
be  what  they  are.  No  one  ever  blames  a  beast  or  a 
fool.  No  one  is  angry  with  an  idiot.  Idiots  cannot  be 
vicious,  nor  be  punished  for  crimes.  The  boys,  then,  of 
whom  we  speak,  are  no  fools.  Beneath  those  rags  and 
dimly-lighted  eyes,  that  lowering  brow  and  emaciated 
frame,  lie  buried  often  the  germs  of  greatness  and  of 
goodness.  In  the  breast  of  each  despised  young  vagrant 
there  can  be  found  at  least  some  smothered  embers  of 
virtue  which  require  only  to  be  raked  and  breathed 
upon,  and  they  will  shoot  out  sparks,  and  presently 
kindle  into  flame  and  shed  a  brightness  all  around. 
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Well  then,  if  this  be  so,  how  came  they  what  they 
are  ?  To  tell  the  truth,  it  is  sometimes  very  difficult  to 
say.  Children  do  not  often  reveal  to  others  this  secret 
of  their  hearts.  Or  if  they  would,  they  know  not,  or 
else  they  have  forgotten.  Still  there  are  causes  enough 
of  juvenile  depravity  and  destitution  sufficiently  obvi- 
ous. Some  are  without  parents,  and  have  never  felt 
parental  restraint.  Some  have  a  step-father  or  mother 
who  regard  them  with  jealousy,  indifference,  or  hate, 
and  they  know  it,  and  are  shy  of  home.  Others  again 
have  parents,  worse  far,  alas  !  than  none  —  parents  who 
deserve  no  children ;  because  they  help  to  teach  them 
crime  by  bad  example  —  by  domestic  brawls  and  street 
fights  —  by  intemperance  and  profanity.  The  book  of 
oaths  was  their  children's  Primer  —  cheating  and  lying 
their  earliest  lessons.  "When  they  should  have  been 
tenderly  watched  over  by  a  parent's  eye  and  sheltered 
by  a  parent's  roof,  they  were  sent  forth  to  beg  or  pilfer, 
and  if  they  returned  without  the  expected  ill-gotten 
tribute,  were  often  met  with  imprecations  and  blows. 
Finally,  there  are  many  who  have  respectable  and  reli- 
gious parents  who  send  them  regularly  to  church  and 
school,  and  offer  them  a  happy  home.  Xow  what  has 
led  to  vagrancy  and  disobedience  a  class  like  this  ?  I 
answer,  bad  companions.  Curiously  bent  on  seeing 
sights,  straying  from  their  usual  route,  or  lingering  on 
their  errands,  they  have  fallen  an  easy  prey  to  the 
snares  spread  for  them  by  ripe  offenders,  who  like 
faithful  emissaries  of  the  Tempter  are  ever  anxious  to 
recruit  their  ranks.  The  little  victims  had  not  courage 
to  say,  no  —  so  they  said,  yes  —  and  fell. 

Xow  the  great  problem  to  be  solved  is.  what  should 
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be  done  to  reclaim  these  boys  who,  for  whatever  reason, 
are  vicious,  or  reckless,  or  homeless  ?  Some  say,  punish, 
and  thus  terrify  them  into  virtue.  Others  say,  educate, 
and  thus  polish  them  into  a  higher  grade.  These  have 
both  been  thoroughly  tried,  but  without  success.  Pun- 
ishment only  makes  them  cunning  and  deceitful,  ill- 
natured  and  revengeful.  As  to  books  and  schools,  if 
they  dislike  them,  they  will  be  idlers  or  truants ;  if 
they  like  them  they  will  become  rogues  of  a  more  re- 
fined and  dexterous  stamp.  For  there  is  wanting  the 
one  essential  element  to  make  either  of  any  value,  that 
is,  Religion.  We  say,  furnish  them  with  a  Home  where 
they  may  be  kindly  and  wisely  corrected  and  restrained ; 
where  they  may  be  usefully  and  piously  educated ;  and 
where  they  may  be  deeply  grounded  in  the  principles 
of  their  Religion,  which  is  the  sole  guide  that  can  direct 
them  to  real  happiness  and  virtue. 

The  amount  of  good  obtained  by  rescuing  these  boys 
from  vice  and  vagrancy  is  not  limited  to  the  season  of 
their  youth  and  helplessness.  It  must  always  be  re- 
membered that  the  juvenile  offender,  if  not  arrested  in 
his  course,  will  soon  develope  into  a  full  grown  rogue  ; 
and  the  boy  who  now  pilfers  in  the  shambles  will  pres- 
ently be  blasting  locks  as  a  midnight  burglar,  or  de- 
manding our  money  on  the  highway. 

Moreover  each  boy,  however  youthful,  enjoys  his 
sphere  of  influence,  or  infection  rather.  Each  is  the 
centre  of  a  circle  of  sympathizing  and  emulous  admir- 
ers, to  whom  he  relates  his  exploits,  which  perhaps  he 
never  achieved,  but  which  excite  nevertheless  the  admi- 
ration of  his  credulous  and  gaping  auditors,  who  resolve 
upon  the  spot  to  try  their  hand. 
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But  I  would  not  be  understood  to  maintain  that  all 

the  homeless,  deserted,  or  vagrant  boys  that  frequent 
the  streets  and  purlieus  of  our  large  cities  are  vicious 
or  immoral.  Far  from  it.  Many,  very  many  of  them 
are  purer  and  better  than  the  philanthropists  who  would 
save  them.  Though  begging  in  the  streets,  or  vending 
newspapers  at  the  corners,  or  setting  up  ten-pins,  or 
picking  iron  and  copper  in  the  docks,  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  a  little  bread  to  keep  themselves  alive,  and 
the  famishing  ones  at  home,  they  have  never  harmed  a 
fellow-mortal.  They  neither  curse  nor  blaspheme  ;  they 
have  never  been  truants,  for  they  were  never  at  school  ;* 
they  are  neither  stubborn,  nor  disobedient,  nor  idle,  nor 
dissolute.  Of  such  boys  as  these  we  have  had  many, 
and  still  have  them  in  the  "  House  of  the  Angel  Guar- 
dian." Despised,  neglected,  and  abandoned  by  the 
busy  world,  and  regarded  as  born-villains  because  they 
were  ragged,  and  begged,  they  are  now  the  brightest 
ornament  of  our  "  House,"  and  the  greatest  consolation 
of  its  friends. 

These  were  some  of  the  considerations  which  moved 
the  paternal  heart  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Fitzpat- 
rick,  the  good  and  careful  shepherd  of  his  flock,  es- 
pecially of  the  "  little  lambs  "  thereof,  to  compassionate 
the  pitiable  condition  of  the  homeless  and  houseless 
and  degraded  Catholic  boys  of  this  portion  of  his  Dio- 
cese, and  to  assign  the  pleasing  task  to  me  to  prepare 
a  home  for  such  as  should  be  thought  suitable  to  be 
admitted  into  such  an  institution. 

*  Some  are  excluded  from  the  Public  Schools  on  account  of  their  age ; 
others  for  want  of  decent  clothing ;  some  for  want  of  books ;  and  some 
because  the  schools  are  full. 
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Accordingly,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1851,  a  House 
was  opened  at  the  North  End  for  their  reception,  under 
the  name  of  the  "House  of  the  Angel  Guardian."  As 
repeated  complaints  had  issued  from  the  Directors  of 
the  Public  Institutions  and  other  u  philanthropists,"  on 
account  of  the  great  number  of  Irish  children  thrown 
upon  the  city,  and  the  enormous  expense  of  their  main- 
tenance and  education,  we  resolved  to  commence  by 
proposing  to  relieve  the  public  of  the  largest  among 
them,  and  give  them  in  this  Institution  a  religious  and 
intellectual  training,  and  in  due  time  provide  them  with 
suitable  trades  or  employments.  I  therefore  presented 
to  the  Directors  a  written  application  for  twelve  of  the 
largest  boys  at  Deer  Island  or  in  the  House  of  Industry, 
explaining  fully  what  I  proposed  to  do  with  them.  I 
presented  at  the  same  time  a  list  of  twenty  names  from 
which  I  desired  the  selection  to  be  made,  and  intimated 
that  this  was  but  a  beginning,  and  that  when  these 
should  be  disposed  of,  I  should  apply  for  more,  and  thus 
gradually  drain  the  Public  Institutions  of  all  the  larger 
boys.  More  than  a  month  elapsed  before  I  received 
any  reply,  and  then  only  a  verbal  one.     My  petition 

WAS   REJECTED MY   REQUEST   WAS    REFUSED  ! 

However,  we  went  on  with  good  courage,  conscious 
that  we  were  engaged  in  a  good  work.  We  had  not 
put  our  trust  in  man,  but  in  the  Sovereign  Ruler  of 
man  and  of  his  destinies,  and  our  work  was  attended 
with  a  benediction  far  beyond  anything  we  could  have 
anticipated. 

No  sooner  was  it  known  that  a  Home  had  been  pro- 
vided for  homeless  boys,  than  many  presented  them-

selves  of  their  own  accord,  and  solicited  a  place  among 
us.     With  one  I  had  the  following  conversation :  — 

a  What  do  you  want,  my  boy  ?  " 

"  A  place  to  live  in,  sir." 

a  Where  do  you  live  now  ? " 

"  In  the  streets,  sir." 

-  Have  you  no  parents  ?  " 
"  No,  sir." 

"No  relations?" 

«  No,  sir." 

a  What  do  you  work  at  ?  *' 

-  Nothing,  sir." 

"  Where  do  you  obtain  food  ?  " 

u  I  take  a  loaf  of  bread  from  some  shop  door  and  a 
can  of  milk  from  another,  and  then  I  go  down  to  the 
wharf  and  share  it  with  the  other  boys." 

a  Where  do  you  sleep  ?  " 

"  Sometimes  I  sleep  on  the  steps  of  the  market,  and 
sometimes,  when  it 's  cold,  I  get  into  a  carriage  or  a 
cart." 

"  Well,  come  in.     You  are  just  the  boy  we  want." 

This  boy  has  since  been  apprenticed  to  an  excellent 
trade,  and  is  doing  well. 

Another  had  just  arrived  from  St.  Johns,  N.  B.,  had 
lost  the  address  of  his  father,  and  sold  his  jacket  to 
help  him  reach  Boston.  The  following  day  we  found 
his  relatives  and  sent  him  to  them. 

Another,  overgrown  and  awkward,  but  simple  and 
guileless,  just  landed  from  Ireland,  wandering  about 
in  quest  of  employment,  which  nobody  would  give  him, 
came  and  begged  a  refuge,  which  we  gave  him,  and  he 
is  now  with  a  respectable  farmer  in  the  State  of  Maine. 
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Another,  ragged,  emaciated,  and  covered  with  vermin 
rang  my  bell  and  told  me  lie  had  heard  we  had  a  home 
for  homeless  bo}^s,  and  he  was  one.  In  a  month's  time 
he  was  placed  with  a  farmer  in  a  neighboring  town, 
and  has  written  two  letters  to  express  his  grateful 
feelings. 

Another,  about  fourteen  years  of  age,  came  along 
one  cold  Saturday  night  in  winter.  He  could  scarcely 
speak.  I  asked  him  what  made  him  tremble  so.  "  Be- 
cause, sir,  I  am  cold  and  hungry,"  was  his  reply.  He 
was  not  long  cold  and  hungry.  His  conduct  was  most 
exemplary  while  here,  and  he  is  now  with  a  boot  maker 
in  this  State. 

Another,  eighteen  years  of  age,  we  found  wandering 
about  the  streets,  covered  with  dirt  and  vermin,  and 
redolent  of  odors  indescribable.  We  had  him  thoroughly 
scrubbed  and  decently  clothed,  and  then  sent  him  off 
about  fifty  miles  in  the  country.  Several  of  our  boys 
would  have  been  certainly  committed  to  the  public 
Reform  Schools  had  it  not  been  for  this  Institution.  In 
some  cases  parties  have  not  prosecuted,  and  magistrates 
have  not  sentenced,  in  consequence  of  an  express  stipu- 
lation that  the  boys  should  be  received  into  the  "  House 
of  the  Angel  Guardian." 

We  have  had,  as  we  supposed  would  be  the  case,  no 
difficulty  in  finding  plenty  of  subjects.  Indeed,  we  are 
under  the  painful  necessity  of  refusing  admittance  to 
more  than  half  who  apply,  for  want  of  room  and  for 
want  of  means  of  supporting  them. 

The  building  we  first  occupied  was  a  small  wooden 
house  in  Moon  Street  Court,  and  altogether  unsuitable ; 
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scarcely  large  enough  to  contain  twenty  boys.  In  a 
few  weeks  we  found  ourselves  surrounded  by  forty 
round,  rugged,  joyous  faces.  He  who  feeds  the  birds 
and  clothes  the  flowers  provided  for  all  their  wants. 
We  depended  from  clay  to  day  upon  the  voluntary 
offerings  of  our  friends  and  neighbors.  But  does  not 
the  same  Providence  always  exist  and  always  act  ? 
Was  it  ever  known  to  fail  the  birds  and  the  flowers  ? 
How  much  more  will  it  not  provide  all  things  for  you, 
lambs  of  the  flock  of  Christ !  Ought  we  not,  therefore, 
to  regard  the  "  House  of  the  Angel  Guardian "  as  a 
permanent  Institution  ?  Yes.  Then  let  us  make  it  so. 
Let  us  at  once  procure  a  suitable  building,  and  devise 
means  to  make  it  always  a  home  for  the  homeless. 
Thus  we  reasoned,  and  such  was  our  decision.  In  look- 
ing about  for  buildings,  my  eye  rested  on  that  noble 
block  of  brick  houses,  nearly  new,  on  the  finest  site  in 
all  North  End,  occupying  an  entire  side  of  North  Square, 
wholly  isolated,  a  street  at  each  end  and  the  Square  in 
front,  in  the  centre  of  which  we  expect  one  day  to  see 
playing  a  sparkling  fountain.  I  had  several  interviews 
with  the  owner,  F.  W.  Dickinson,  Esq.,  and  finally 
offered  him  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  estate, 
which  he  accepted,  and  the  purchase  was  made.  I  was 
to  pay  five  thousand  dollars  on  receiving  the  deeds, 
and  I  had  nothing  to  meet  this  payment.  But  knowing 
that  some  weeks  must  elapse  before  the  requisite  papers 
would  be  ready'  and  the  title  examined,  I  resolved  to 
improve  that  time  in  soliciting  contributions  of  the  dif- 
ferent Catholic  congregations  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity. 
Not  only  did  I  obtain  the  consent  of  my  brother  clergy- 
men to  make  collections  in  their  respective  congrega- 
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tions,  but  also  their  most  hearty  and  zealous  coopera- 
tion. They  pleaded  my  cause  far  better  than  I  could 
have  done  it  myself.  They  exhorted  their  people  to  re- 
gard with  pity  the  desolate  condition  of  so  many  of 
their  youthful  brethren ;  to  lift  a  hand  to  save  them  to 
society  and  to  the  Catholic  Church,  and  generously  aid 
in  preparing  a  home,  not  for  their  brethren  merely,  but 
perhaps  for  their  own  sons.  With  such  aid  I  was  cer- 
tain, under  God,  of  success.  It  was  truly  a  sublime 
and  touching  sight,  such  as  these  eyes  had  never  before 
beheld,  to  witness  the  eagerness  and  pious  zeal  with 
which  all,  old  and  young,  men  and  women,  pressed 
around  the  rails  of  the  sanctuary,  and  emptied  their 
purses  into  the  treasury  of  the  "Angel  Guardian."* 
In  a  few  weeks  I  had  in  hand  five  thousand  dollars, 
hard  cash,  with  which  on  the  27th  day  of  December 
last  I  made  my  first  payment  according  to  agreement. 

As  a  measure  of  economy  we  occupy  at  present  only 
one-third  of  the  building,  the  rest  being  let  to  families. 
A  considerable  sum  has  been  expended  in  fitting  up 
the  portion  we  occupy,  according  to  a  plan  projected 
by  an  excellent  architect,  Mr.  Theodore  Volckers,  of 
this  city,  intending  gradually  to  open  into  the  other 
buildings  as  our  means  will  enable  us. 

On  the  fourth  day  of  May,  1852,  the  new  building 
was  formally  opened  in  presence  of  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Fitzpatrick  and  several  of  his  clergy,  of  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  of  several  of  our 
most  respectable  fellow-citizens.    The  visitors  examined 


*  In  the  Appendix  -will  be  found  the  names  of  the  contributors,  -with  the 
amounts  given,  arranged  by  Parishes, 
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all  parts  of  the  building,  and  saw  the  boys  in  school 
and  at  dinner,  and  witnessed  some  of  their  exercises. 
His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  made  an  eloquent  and  feeling 
address,  in  which  he  expressed  his  delight  with  what 
he  had  seen,  and  his  hope  and  belief  that  so  noble  an 
Institution  would  find  supporters  and  benefactors  not 
only  among  Catholics,  but  also  among  Protestants  of 
every  creed.  The  following  day  there  appeared  very 
favorable  notices  of  the  Institution  in  nearly  all  the 
daily  papers  of  the  city.

1st,  18-52,  that  is,  just  one  year,  is 148

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large  proportion  have 
been  placed  out  to  trades,  thereby  accomplishing  one 
of  the  most  important  ends  of  the  Institution.  In  gen- 
eral we  have  received  the  most  gratifying  accounts  of 
our  boys.  Some  few  have  left  their  masters,  but  as  yet 
we  have  heard  of  none  who  have  relapsed  into  vagrancy 
or  vice.  The  boys  who  were  discharged  were  either 
returned  to  their  parents  or  were  sent  forth  to  seek 
employment  for  themselves,  and  like  Noah's  dove,  hav- 
ing found  a  resting  place,  did  not  return  to  us.  Of 
these  we  have  received  an  unfavorable  report  of  two  or 
three  only.     The   deserters  were,  with  one  exception. 
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from  the  old  building,  and  were  very  hard  cases,  con- 
tinually inciting  the  others  to  desert,  though  well  be- 
haved while  with  us.  The  one  who  died  was  a  puny, 
sickty  child  when  received,  and  died  of  consumption. 

Our  system  of  discipline  is  mild  and  persuasive, 
though  strict,  and  never  allowed  for  a  moment  to  relax. 
The  boys  are  never  without  a  prefect  or  other  superior. 
A  steward  has  the  general  charge  of  the  House,  goes  to 
market,  makes  necessary  purchases,  and  strikes  the  best 
bargains  he  can.  He  distributes  the  food  during  meals, 
and  takes  care  of  all  stores.  He  keeps  a  general  eye 
on  the  boys,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  remains 
with  them  when  visited  by  their  friends.  His  wife  is 
Matron,  and  oversees  the  cooking  and  cleaning  depart- 
ment, has  charge  of  the  boys'  clothing,  beds  and  bed- 
ding, and  sees  to  their  personal  cleanliness.  A  prefect 
has  charge  of  the  boys  at  all  times  when  they  are  not 
at  school.  He  calls  the  roll  every  night,  and  enters 
upon  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  their  merits  and 
demerits  for  the  day,  and  on  Sunday  evening  distributes 
a  marks" — that  is,  cards  with  figures  on  them  denoting 
the  number  of  merits  they  may  have  earned  during  the 
previous  week,  or  ivory  counters  of  different  colors,  to 
which  is  affixed  a  specific  value,  varying  according  to 
the  color.  The  marks  and  the  counters  pass  current 
among  the  boys  as  money.  With  them  they  can  pur- 
chase paper,  pencils,  pens,  penholders,  envelopes,  hymn 
books,  prayer  books,  testaments,  and  various  other  arti- 
cles, such  as  bpys  at  school  are  fond  of  possessing. 
Finally,  a  schoolmaster  is  employed,  a  gentleman  every 
way  qualified  for  so  important  and  responsible  a  task, 
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who  teaches  six  hours  each  day  the  rudiments  of  a 
common  school  education. 

No  corporal  chastisement  is  permitted  unless  inflicted 
by  myself,  and  then  only  in  extreme,  and  I  am  happy 
to  add,  in  extremely  rare  cases.  Our  ordinary  punish- 
ments are  solitary  confinement  for  a  few  hours,  or  per- 
haps an  entire  day,  and  deprivation  of  play  and  recrea- 
tion. During  meals  one  of  the  boys  reads  aloud  from 
some  useful  book,  while  the  rest  eat  in  perfect  silence. 
Silence  is  also  strictly  exacted  from  the  hour  of  Evening 
Prayer  (eight  o'clock)  till  the  following  morning  after 
Mass  ;  at  which  all  assist  every  day  at  six  o'clock,  in 
the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Baptist. 

For  breakfast  and  supper  we  give  the  boys  tea  or 
shells  and  sometimes  coffee,  and  as  much  bread  as  they 
want.  We  use  baker's  bread  of  the  best  quality, — 
furnished  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Bobbins,  of  West  Centre 
Street,  one  of  the  most  extensive  bakers  in  the  city. 
Dinner  consists  of  soup,  beef,  baked  beans  and  pork, 
fish,  &c,  with  plenty  of  bread  and  vegetables ;  each 
day  having  its  allotted  fare. 

Having  no  permanent  fund,  and  no  income  whatever 
to  defray  the  daily  expenses  of  the  House,  we  are 
obliged  to  charge  one  dollar  a  week  for  every  boy  re- 
ceived into  the  Institution.  In  some  cases  this  is  paid 
by  their  parents  or  relatives  ;  sometimes  by  contribu- 
tions among  neighbors;  frequently  by  the  pastors  of 
the  parishes  where  the  boys  belong,  or  by  charitable 
associations  existing  in  the  parishes. 

Thus,  by  the  assistance  of  Almighty  God,  have  we 
succeeded  in  founding  the  "  House  of  the  Angel  Guar- 
dian," an  Institution  differing  in  many  important  par- 
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ticulars  from  every  other  juvenile  House  in  this  country. 
It  is  not  an  Orphan  Asylum,  nor  a  House  of  Reforma- 
tion, nor  a  Refuge,  nor  a  College,  nor  an  Academy  ; 
but  combining  the  best  features  and  the  chief  end  of 
them  all,  it  is  just  what  its  name  imports,  a  "  House  of 
the  Angel  Guardian."  While  a  child  is  innocent  and 
guileless  his  good  angel  will  watch  over  him  in  the 
midst  of  a  noisy  and  vicious  world,  and  keep  him  from 
all  its  dangers.  But  when  the  child  has  lost  that  inno- 
cence, and  is  stained  with  guilt  and  in  danger  of  perdi- 
tion, his  angel  leads  him  to  a  retreat  such  as  we  have 
provided,  and  there  continues  to  "  keep  and  illumine, 
to  guide  and  govern  him."  Homeless  boys,  idle  and 
disobedient  sons,  friendless  orphans,  victims  of  dissolute 
companions,  truants  from  school,  in  peril  of  eternal  woe 
by  loss  of  their  religion,  are  here  offered  a  temporary 
home,  where,  sheltered  by  the  overshadowing  wings  of 
their  good  angels,  they  are  protected  against  the  attacks 
of  the  enemy  of  their  souls  and  saved  from  his  meshes  ; 
where  they  are  taught  all  that  is  needful  to  aid  their 
ambitious  aspirations  for  immortal  glory ;  and  are  placed 
at  occupations  by  which,  with  industrious  application, 
they  may  earn  sufficient  to  feed  and  clothe  the  perisha- 
ble body. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  the  goodness  of  our  cause,  and 
reliance  upon  God,  and  our  confidence  of  success,  we 
are  continually  forced  to  descend  to  the  common-place 
reflection  that  all  our  efforts  are  vain  without  "  material 
aid."  All  praise  to  those  generous  souls  who  have  al- 
ready so  largely  contributed,  the  rich  of  their  abun- 
dance, the  poor  of  their  penury.  The  list  of  contributors 
in  the  Appendix  will  show  that  this  is  no  vain  or  ful- 
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some  praise,  but  richly  merited  by  the  Catholics  of 
Boston  and  its  vicinity.  But  it  must  be  remembered 
that  our  debt  is  yet  a  heavy  one,  our  daily  expenses 
great,  and  our  means  of  usefulness  limited  to  compara- 
tively narrow  bounds.  We  wish  to  make  arrangements 
not  for  fifty  boys  merely,  but  for  two  or  three  hundred. 
We  earnestly  appeal,  therefore,  to  our  Catholic  Breth- 
ren to  continue  to  aid  and  encourage  us  by  their  yearly 
offerings,  and  to  arouse  their  friends  and  neighbors  to 
emulate  their  zeal.  We  exhort  them  to  this  not  only 
for  the  sake  of  their  younger  brethren  in  peril  of  perdi- 
tion, but  also  for  their  own  sake,  in  view  of  the  Great 
Day  when  the  Judge  of  all  shall  say  to  his  elect :  — 
"  Come  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  receive  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  5  for  I  was  hungry  and  thirsty  and 
naked  and  sick  and  ye  ministered  to  me.  Amen,  amen, 
I  say  to  you,  inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of 
these  my  least  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  to  me."  We 
appeal  to  all  our  fellow-citizens  of  whatever  creed  or 
profession.  It  should  be  a  common  cause — the  cause 
of  true  philanthropy.  It  will  be  a  vast  saving  to  the 
public  treasury.  Many  of  these  boys  would  eventually 
become  a  public  charge,  and  not  only  they,  but  also  the 
incalculable  numbers  that  would  be  led  astray  by  their 
influence  and  example.  True  it  is,  that  one  of  our 
chief  motives  is  to  retain  these  youths  within  the  ma- 
ternal arms  of  the  Catholic  faith.  But  herein  we  labor 
not  for  their  welfare  merely,  but  for  the  public  good.  If 
Catholic  boys  become  indifferent  to  their  religion,  and 
negligent  in  the  practice  of  its  precepts,  they  will  soon 
fall  recklessly  into  every  crime,  and  become  a  public 
curse  and  plague.      It  is  the  vainest  of  delusions  to 
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suppose  that  any  of  these  boys  will  ever  renounce  the 
Catholic  faith  to  become  sincere  Protestants.  To  avoid 
confession  and  consequent  reformation  of  life  —  to  be 
rid  of  church-going  and  of  sermons  —  to  smother  the 
burnings  of  a  guilty  conscience,  they  may  indeed  aban- 
don their  faith ;  but  to  embrace  another  religion,  never. 
They  will  be  scoffers,  infidels,  atheists  —  but,  depend 
upon  it,  they  will  never  be  Protestants  in  any  other 
sense.  If,  then,  you  would  save  them,  and  make  them 
truly  wise  and  happy,  exert  your  utmost  efforts  to  en- 
courage them  in  a  faithful  adherence  to  the  religion  of 
their  fathers  and  in  its  practice.  We  appeal,  then,  not 
only  to  Catholics,  but  also  to  our  Protestant  fellow- 
citizens,  to  all  who  are  emulous  of  the  name  and  the 
reward  of  true  philanthropists,  to  aid  us  in  this  our 
undertaking,  to  enable  us  to  enlarge  our  operations, 
till  we  shall  have  provided  an  asylum  and  a  home 
for  every  homeless,  or  indigent,  or  heedless  Catholic 
boy  of  Boston.
